each other 
In the m att.p of 


trade relations. Sentiment ulouy w ill go far toward preventing those wh«. ar< 


now engaged on one side of the! controversy from m aintaining friendly tradf 


relations with those of the other. This sentim ent w ill find expression 
in dis 


crim inatory tariff laws or other l*-gl«1ot'on designed to prevent the people of 


one group of nations from pure ha* ing the products of the other. 


Another proposition upon which there is very general agreement is that 


the colonies of Great Britain w ill b«V brought into closer relations* ith 
the 


mother country, and will be included In whatever legislation m ay he enacted 


for the advantage of Great Britain , C anada, A ustralia, South Africa, 
India 


will all be brought into closer commere.ial relations with 
the British f Isle*, 


and tariff laws that discrim inate in favor o f those Hubordiimto countries w ill 


be enacted. Canada, for Instance, will h a w every inducement, to buy 
goods 


in Great Britain to the disadvantage of th e United Hta,tes. On the other hand 


Great Britain may certainly bo expected to enact laws which will discourage 


the marketing of German and Austrian goouls in her own country, or in 
her 


colonies, 
Germ any and Austria, therefore, w ill find their ordinary market 


curtailed and w ill llnd it necessary» t<> find an outlet In those 
countries that 


are neutral, and In the l'nlted States particularly, 
for the reason that 
the 


1 nited States Is now the nation which lias the greatest 
mobile wealth and, 


therefore, is most ready to buy. 


There Is no agreement among economists us to the readiness 
of E u ro ­ 


pean countries to cell products aft r the war. It is asserted on the one band 


that for many years they will consume all their own products 
and in addi 


lion thereto will be active buyers In the United States of commodities neces­ 


sary hi reconstruction work. It is asserted with equal emphasis, on the other 


hand, that because of depletion of financial resourecs, 
European countries 


m r t 
find sale 
for their products at whatever price 
they can get, buying 


from the United States only those 
commodities 
which (hey 
ore iu most 


prcsr'ng need. 


W hatever view one may take of these diverse c ::t ntlons, it is the part 


of wisdom to prepare fo rthe most unfavorable conditions we may be called 


upon to meet. W e should, on tin* other band, be prepared with an adequate 


tariff law, to prevent any dumping of cheap foreign products on our m arkets 


and we should be ready on the other hand to supply those commodities, par­ 


ticularly structural m aterial and machinery, which Europe is most likely to 


need.
